Prices Strong And 
Active At Cattle 
Market On Monday 


The cattle market was strong 
and active Monday at the weekly 
cattle sales at the Glades Live- 
stock Market as grass fed slaugh- 
ter cattle continued to bring good 
prices. Glades pasture grasses 
flourish at this time of the year 
and cattlemen say that it is im- 
possible to put enough animals on 
the pasture lands to consume the 
grass. 

George C. Young, manager of 
the market, said that he is graz- 
ing 100 head of cattle on a 20- 
acre tract and that they were not 
able to keep the grass down. How- 
ever, with so many cattle to the 
acre the gráss- becomes so dirty 
that the cattle have to be rotated 
to new pastures every two weeks. 
Young said that this is not widely 
accepted practice in this section 
but a desirable one. 

Cattlemen have to mow pasture 
lands regularly this season of the 
year. If the grass is not cut it be- 
comes tough and losses sonie of its 
nutritional values, Young explain- 
ed. Giant mowers have been de- 
signed for( pasture mowing. 

It is es! ted that in the wint- 
er Glades pasture lands will sup- 
post in excess of two animals to 
the acre and the summer average 
is five animals to the acre. In oth- 
er cattle sections of the country 
the average is one animal to five 
acres on developed lands and one 
to twelve on undeveloped lands, 
The comparison shows the Glades 
to be a cattle utopia.
